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Amendments to Dental Practice Act 
Passed by Legislature 


Bill to Outlaw Laboratory Advertising to the Public Receives 
Unanimous Vote 


The amendments to the Dental Prac- 
tice Act that were introduced into the 
Illinois legislature at the present session 
have passed both the House and the 
Senate. Governor Green has signed them 
and they will become law July 1, 1945. 
The amendments contain several revisions 
for modernizing the Dental Practice Act. 
One of the main features makes direct 
advertising to the public by dental 
laboratories illegal. This practice has 
made a mockery of professional ethics 
and has operated to the detriment of the 
public welfare for some time. 


FEATURES 


The first section of the amendments 
directs the courts to place public welfare 
above private interests in enforcing the 
act. Another revises the penalties for 
violating the act and brings them up to 
approximately the same as those pro- 
vided in other states. 

The new act will enable a dentist who 
graduated from dental school prior to 
July 1933 and who has remained in the 
dental profession continuously to take 
the Illinois licensing examination if the 
school from which he was graduated 
was approved at the time of his gradu- 
ation. Under the present law most den- 
tists who graduated twenty-five years ago 
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could not become licensed because of the 
change in predental educational require- 
ments. Another section of the amend- 
ments provides that the entire act should 
not be declared void in the event that any 
portion of it is declared unconstitutional 
and, further, they provide for the en- 
forcement of the act through injunctions. — 


HISTORY 


The passage of these amendments 
culminates strenuous efforts of both the 
Illinois State and the Chicago Dental 
Societies. A similar bill was introduced 
into the legislature two years ago and 
after passing the Senate unanimously it 
was defeated in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

The Public Policy Committee of the 
Illinois State Dental Society and the 
Legislative and Law Enforcement Com- 
mittee of the Chicago Dental Society 
commenced work on the bill containing 
the amendments last August. It was 
prepared under the direction of Attorney 
J. J. Goshkin, who is counsel for the 
Chicago Dental Society, after consulta- 
tions with both of the above named 
committees, John Tyrrell, attorney for 
the Department of Registration and 
Education and the attorneys for the 
Laboratory Association. The features of 
the bill were based on experiences gained 
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in court in the enforcement of the Den- 
tal Practice Act. The trial of many 
cases demonstrated the need for the 
improvements. All.of the representatives 
and senators in the state legislature were 
contacted by interested members of the 
dental societies and were asked to vote 
favorably for these needed revisions. 

The bill was introduced into the 
House on Tuesday, March 27, and was 
sponsored by Representative T. J. Sul- 
livan and seventeen co-sponsors. It was 
referred to the Judiciary Committee and 
a hearing was held by this committee on 
April 10. Several representatives of the 
Illinois State Dental Society and the 
Chicago Dental Society attended. Two 
laboratory representatives and Mr. Gosh- 
kin also were present. It was unani- 
mously recommended by the Committee 
that the bill “do pass” and it was re- 
ferred back to the House for second and 
third readings. Following the third read- 
ing on April 23, it was passed by the 
unanimous vote of 130 to o. Represen- 
tatives Sullivan, Downey and Welters 
took the House floor and spoke for the 
bill. 


SENATE ACTION 


The bill then went to the Senate and 
after first reading was referred to the 
Public Health and Welfare Committee. 
At the hearing on May 1, a number of 
Chicago and Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety members were present as well as 
the Society’s attorney and four labora- 
tory men—two from Chicago and two 
from Springfield. One of the senators 
requested a one weeks’ postponement so 
that opponents of the bill could be 
heard. After hearing the arguments in 
favor of the bill, the committee informed 
the proponents that it would not be 
necessary for them to appear at the next 
hearing. However, the same group at- 
tended the hearing on May 8 and in 
addition many State Society officers and 
councilmen came to the hearing follow- 
ing the close of the State Society’s busi- 
ness meeting. No one was present to 
oppose the bill and so the Committee 


recommended by the unanimous vote 
of the ten members present that it “do 
pass.” 

The bill was given its second reading 
on May 14 and its third and final read- 
ing on May 15. It was passed without 
a dissenting vote—46 to o—following 
the third reading. Senator Giffen of 
Springfield guided the bill on the Senate 
floor and spoke favorably in its behalf, 
moving for its adoption. Senator Daley, 


the minority leader, also spoke for the 
bill. 


CREDIT DUE 


Many dentists were instrumental in 
the passage of this bill and those through- 
out -the state who contacted their legis- 
lators should be commended for their 
constructive action. Especially active 
were John Green of Springfield, chair- 
man of the Public Policy Committcc, 
and L. H. Jacob, secretary of the Illinois 
State Dental Society. Dentists in the 
Chicago area who were prominent in 
securing the passage of this legislation 
include: Robert I. Humphrey, F. J. 
Hurlstone, Henry S. Melichar, M. R. 
Hebert, Joseph F. Porto and H. J. Wie- 
land. Laboratory men who worked for 
the passage of the bill include William 
Schroll, Jules Ehrhardt and R. D. Elmer.

“Members of our profession, and 
through them the citizens of your dis- 
trict, will be informed of your consider- 
ation in their behalf.” 
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Amalgam Most Important Filling Material 


Dr. William H. Crawford Proves His Case Before 
Chicago Dental Society Audience 


Apparently only a small proportion of 
the members of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety ever put in amalgam fillings that 
fail to come up to expectations. For not 
many were on hand at the May Monthly 
Meeting to hear a noted authority on the 
subject, Dr. William H. Crawford, Dean 
of the Indiana University School of Den- 
tistry. Dr. Crawford is a member of the 
Research Commissiow of the American 
Dental Association and has experimented 
with all different brands of amalgam now 
extant. He named names and discussed 
the merits and the faults of each manu- 
facturer’s product with utter frankness. 
By simple mathematical procedure any- 
one in the audience could figure out just 
where his favorite alloy stood. He stated 
that amalgam is probably our most im- 
portant filling material for more teeth are 
filled and more teeth saved with this 
material than any other. A higher per- 
centage of them are successful also and 
fewer need to be replaced. 


MANUFACTURERS’ CLAIMS 


Dr. Crawford cautioned his audience 
not to take the claims of the manufac- 
turers too seriously. After all, they have 
a product to sell and advertising man- 
agers are never guilty of understatement. 
All the manufacturers, however, do stick 
close to A. D. A. specifications. Dentists, 
on the other hand, don’t understand all 
about the physical: properties of the ma- 
terials which they use. More education is 
needed along these lines. They do realize 
that there is a wide variation in the phys- 
ical properties of the various amalgams 
which occur through variation of amal- 
gamation and condensation and are 
anxious to develop technics and skills 
which will produce the best filling. Dr. 
Crawford emphasized the dangers inci- 
dent to mulling amalgam in the hand. 
Moisture is sure to be incorporated in 
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the mix, to its detriment. Dentists should 
learn to mix the filling material with the 
mortar and pestle. It is difficult to make 
the same number of revolutions per min- 
ute for each mix because the personal 
element is bound to enter in. A dentist is 
apt to have more energy in the morning 
(provided he’s had a good night’s rest) 
and therefore amalgamates the mix bet- 
ter than he does in the waning hours of 
the day when he’s tired. 


CHARACTERISTICS . 


All amalgams now on the market set 
fast because of their high silver content 
and most of them are cut fine so they 
amalgamate well. An excess of mercury 
will produce an inferior filling, however. 
Dr. Crawford showed by means of lan- 
tern slides just what characteristics were 
desirable in an amalgam filling. Clean- 
liness rated high in his estimation. The 
material should pack well also and carve 
easily. Crushing strength is important, 
especially the early development of it. 
All amalgams expand during the first 
three hours of setting so no load should 
be applied during that period. But ex- 
pansion is important in the making of a 
tight filling and a tight filling prevents 
recurrent decay. So, Dr. Crawford con- 
tinued, it is important to get the mercury 
out and pack the filling tight! Despite 
some manufacturers’ advice to the con- 
trary, a three minute mix will make the 
best filling. It will have greater crushing 
strength, will have fewer rough spots and 
will carve and polish more easily. Amal- 
gam fillings shouldn’t be polished for at 
least twenty-four hours after inserting 
them. In touching on possible moisture 
contamination during the placing of a 
filling, Dr. Crawford warned that the 
field should be kept as dry as possible. 
There are some alloys on the market, 
however, that will set in the presence of

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Public and Professional Relations Committee 
Ends a Successful Year 


A year of important plans and of sig- 
nificant accomplishments ended for the 
Public and Professional Relations Com- 
mittee at a dinner meeting on May 10 
at the Palmer House. 

Under the energetic chairmanship, of 
F. S. Tittle, the Committee established 
a record of worthwhile activities includ- 
ing: the creation of a name file of den- 
tists to be used by the -public seeking 
dental attention ; a Grievance Committee 
to adjudicate disputes arising between 
members and the public; a comprehen- 
sive dental health education program in 
cooperation with the Chicago Board of 
Education; a proposed study course in 
socio-economics sponsored by the Society, 
in cooperation with the University of 
Chicago; and an experimental project 
for a prepayment dental plan in co- 
operation with the Council on Dental 


Health of the American Dental Associa- . 


tion. 


In addition to these new undertakings, 
the Committee continued the following 
programs during the year: the summer 
roundup of dental examinations for pre- 
school children in conjunction with the 
Parent-Teachers Association; the super- 
vision of the dental services of the Chi- 
cago Welfare Administration; and a sur- 
vey of the activities of the Cook County 
Children’s Dental Clinic. During the last 
year the activities of the Dental Hygiene 
Institute were taken over by the Public 
and Professional Relations Committee. 

At the dinner meeting on May 10, 
President Harold W. Oppice expressed 
his pleasure and his pride in the activities 
of the Society in the last year, and was 
particularly appreciative of the public- 
spirited projects undertaken by the Pub- 
lic and Professional Relations Committee. 

The Secretary-Elect of the Society, 
Robert J. Wells, said that the possibilities 
for public education and for the im- 
provement of public understanding were 
unlimited, and that the Public and Pro- 
fessional Relations Committee would 
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take a prominent part in such an expan- 
sion of interests. 

The Secretary of the Society, Harry A. 
Hartley, was commended by the Chair- 
man for his faithful attendance at all 
meetings of the Committee. Doctor Hart- 
ley reported favorably on the progress 
of the amendments to the Dental Prac- 
tice Act under consideration by the State 
Legislature. 

The Chairman of the Committee on 
Dental Health Education, Glenn E. Cart- 
wright, described the experimental pro- 
gram in contemplation for the Chicago 
schools system. Joseph F. Porto, Lon W. 
Morrey, and Glenn E. Cartwright, con- 
stitute a subcommittee that has been 
working with Mr. August Pritzlaff of the 
Chicago Board of Education. A limited 
project of dental health education is to 
be undertaken in three Chicago high 
schools. It will consist of one weekly 
forty-five minute period given over to 
dental health discussions. This course 
will last for eighteen weeks and will be 
augmented by dental motion pictures. 
The Chicago Dental Society will furnish 
most of the educational material used in 
this project by both the instructors and 
the pupils. The examination program in 
the Chicago grade schools will be con- 
tinued under the supervision of Carl 
Greenwald. 


Doctor Cartwright reported on the ac- 
tivities of Dental Health Week. A news- 
worthy project under National Youth 
Week, in cooperation with the Junior As- 
sociation of Commerce, was the designa- 
tion of a boy from one of the Chicago- 
land youth organizations as the honorary 
president of the Chicago Dental Society 
for a day. The young man selected was 
Mr. Howard Lidovsky of the Boy Scouts 
of America. The suggestion was made 
before the Committee that a “Younger 
Brother” meeting might be held to en- 
courage the boys to enter the study of 
dentistry. The Committee on Dental 
Health Education was authorized to con- 
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sider this proposal. 

C. H. H. Brevig, the Chairman of the 
Advisory Committee of the Cook County 
Children’s Dental Clinic, reported on 
conditions existing in that institution and 
of a meeting with Karl A. Meyer, Med- 
ical Director of the Cook County Hos- 
pital, to discuss a better organized and 
more efficient program for the Clinic. 
This Committee, which included Fred W. 
Ahlers and William J. Serritella, was 
authorized to communicate with the head 
of the Division of Public Health Den- 
tistry of the Illinois State Department 
of Health to determine the amount of 
funds that were allocated from federal 
and state funds to be used for dentistry 
in Cook County. 

Inasmuch as the committee developing 
the socio-economic study course had re- 
ported in detail and the report had been 
published in THe FortNiGHTLY Review, 
-no discussion was made on this subject 
except that the Committee approved the 
report and the tentative program as pub- 
lished. 

Walter R. Scanlan, reporting for the 
Advisory Committee to the Chicago Wel- 
fare Administration, gave these significant 
figures: for the year ending May 1, 1945, 
the Chicago Relief Administration spent 
$51,121 for dental relief for 3,400 clients. 
These services were performed by 1,083 
dentists. The Chicago Dental Society 
evaluates the quality of the services given 
to relief recipients by frequent spot 
checks of the patients. The Society may 
be proud to know that generally the 
services are found to be entirely satis- 
factory. 


A new activity of the Committee has 
been developed because of the obvious 
need of some method: of adjudicating 
misunderstandings arising between pa- 
tients and dentists. John B. LaDue, 
speaking for this Committee, described 
the procedure. All grievances must be 
submitted in writing and the complainant 
must appear in person. The dentist 
against whom the charges are made is 
also urged to be present. No fee disputes 
arising between the contracting parties 
will be considered within the jurisdiction 


of this committee. The report was ap- 
proved, subject to action by the Board of 
Directors and the approval of the mem- 
bers of the Society. 

The Prepayment Plan Committee 
made a progress report indicating the ac- 
tivities to date. These consisted of a joint 
meeting with the representatives of the 
Council on Dental Health of the 
American Dental Association, and the 
expressions of an interest to conduct a 
prepayment experiment in the Chicago 
territory, provided funds may be sup- 
plied by the American Dental Associa- 
tion in the amount of $25,000 to conduct 
the experiment. A prepayment plan for 
dental care may be in conflict with the 
Dental Practice Act. The Committee was 
authorized to study the legality of the 
proposal and to secure legal counsel on 
the subject.

moisture and, if it is impossible to keep 
the moisture out, an alloy of this kind 
should be used. 

Although Dr. Crawford’s treatise was 
a bit too scientific for the average lis- 
tener (there were too many figures and 


‘the figures were too small to be read 


beyond the first ten rows of chairs) and 
although the whole thing could have 
been boiled down to half the time, he 
made up for these shortcomings by his 
polished delivery, his frequent witticisms 
and a vast knowledge of his subject. 
At the regular business meeting prior 
to the scientific program the amendments 
to the constitution -providing for an in- 
crease in the annual dues of the Chicago 
Dental Society were adopted by a major- 
ity vote of ten to one.—James H. Keith.
